Obama defends Gitmo closure

WASHINGTON — President 
Barack Obama on Thursday argued 
that closing the Guantanamo Bay 
detention center is necessary for the 
safety and moral authority of Amer- 
ica, saying the country “went off 
course” in its use of the facility over 
the last eight years. 

In aspeech at the National Archives 


beside displays of the U.S. Constitu- 
tion, Obama said he remains commit- 
ted to closing the detention facilities 
by the end of the year, and acknowl- 
edged it will mean transferring some 
of the prisoners to the United States. 
“Rather than keep us safer, the 
prison at Guantanamo has weakened 
American national security,” he said. 
“Tt is a rallying cry for our ene- 
mies. It sets back the willingness of 
our allies to work with us in fighting 


an enemy that operates in scores of 
countries. 

“By any measure, the costs of keep- 
ing it open far exceed the complica- 
tions involved in closing it.” 

Obama’s speech came amid grow- 
ing criticism from Congress over 
specifics about how to deal with the 
complex legal status of the detainees. 
Many of them have been imprisoned 
in Cuba for years without charges. 

Since 2001, about 780 detainees 


have been held at the Guantanamo 
facility; currently, 240 are held. 
About 100 are natives of Yemen, and 
the rest come from more than 20 for- 
eign countries, according to Penta- 
gon Officials. 

So far, 24 detainees have been 
charged with crimes under the Muili- 
tary Commissions Act and three 
have been convicted by military 
tribunals.

WASHINGTON — Former Vice President 
Dick Cheney on Thursday defended the in- 
terrogation methods used against suspected 
terrorists and said the Bush administration 
obtained specific information critical to com- 
batting would-be attackers. 

In a speech challenging President Barack 
Obama’s policies, Cheney said the national 
security decisions made by former President 
George W. Bush kept America safe and were 
rooted in a determination to ensure the Sept. 
11 attacks didn’t become “a prelude to some- 


thing worse.” 

Responding to critics of the interrogation 
tactics, Cheney said the United States did ob- 
tain useful information. 

“Ttis a fact that only detainees of the highest 
intelligence value were ever subjected to en- 
hanced interrogation. You’ve heard endlessly 
about waterboarding. It happened to three 
terrorists,’ Cheney told an audience at the 
conservative American Enterprise Institute. 

The former vice president bristled over 
the complaints about interrogation from law- 
makers, pointing out that leading members 
of Congress, including House Speaker Nancy 
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Cheney defends interrogation methods 


Pelosi, D-Calif., were briefed on the programs 
and methods. 

“Yet for all these exacting efforts to do a 
hard and necessary job and to do it right, we 
hear from some quarters nothing but feigned 
outrage based on a false narrative,’ Cheney 
said. “In my long experience in Washington, 
few matters have inspired so much contrived 
indignation and phony moralizing as the in- 
terrogation methods applied to a few captured 
terrorists.” 

Pelosi has said the CIA misled her in 2002 
about whether waterboarding, which simu- 
lates drowning, had been used.

Obama called that approach 
inefficient and flawed, and prom- 
ised to use federal civilian courts 
to prosecute at least some of the 
men being detained. 

“There are no neat or easy an- 
swers here,” he said. “But I can 
tell you that the wrong answer is 
to pretend like this problem will 
go away if we maintain an unsus- 
tainable status quo.” 

Before Obama’s speech, At- 
torney General Eric Holder 
announced that Guantanamo de- 
tainee Ahmed Ghailani will be 
sent to New York City for trial, 
making him the first from the 
prison to face trial in a civilian 
criminal court. 

Ghailani, captured in 2004, was 
indicted by a federal grand jury 
in New York for the 1998 bomb- 
ings of U.S. embassies in Africa, 
which killed 224 people. 

Obama said some detainees 
will be sent to foreign countries 
for trial and detention, while oth- 
ers will be transferred to secure 
U.S. prisons or simply released if 
they pose no threat to the country. 
He did not offer specifics of which 
countries or U.S. states might ac- 
cept the prisoners, but accord-

battlefield threat to U.S. troops, 
and that no detainees have es- 
caped from the base in Cuba.

“Tt’s an act to reassure anxious 
Democrats ... but we’re getting 
to the point of erosion of support 
in the absence of any details,” he 
said. 

Defense officials said they have

OSAN AIR BASE, South Korea — The 
U.S. Air Force in the Pacific plans to 
speed the retirement of more than 40 
combat aircraft, three of them from Osan 
Air Base, as part of a restructuring plan 
announced earlier this week, officials said 
Thursday. 

The remaining aircraft will come from 
bases in Alaska and Hawaii. 

That same restructuring will see the 
Air Force in Europe lose 18 F-16s and pos- 
sibly one of its three fighter squadrons. 

In all, the Air Force would get rid of 
about 250 fighter jets from its inventory 
worldwide under what’s called the Combat 
Air Forces restructuring plan. 

Some of the losses would be offset by 
the addition of the newest generation of 
aircraft to the inventory and by upgrades 
to others. 


Marines 
training 
to teach

CAMP HANSEN, Okinawa 
— Sweating and straining, 40 
Marines were pushed to their 
limits Wednesday morning as 
part of a Marine Corps Martial 
Arts Program instructor training 
course at Camp Hansen. 

The future instructors gutted 
out a grueling two-hour martial 
arts integration drill designed to 
prove they know the program’s 
techniques even when men- 
tally fatigued, chief instructor 
Gunnery Set. Willy Carrion said. 

The 15-day program under- 
way here now is being conducted 
by Battalion Landing Team 3/5, 
which is made up of 3rd Battal- 
ion, Sth Marines and many sup- 
port elements. 

The goal ofthe program, started 
in 2000, is “to make well-rounded 
Marines — mentally and physi- 
cally,’ Carrion said, adding that 
there’s much to learn before these 
students become instructors. 

They will have to endure 12 
more days of physical training, 
classroom instruction and mar- 
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The Air Force will retire 112

The move is in line with the Air Force’s 
aim of freeing up money for next-genera- 
tion aircraft and unmanned aerial vehicle 
operations.

In the Pacific, the reduction will affect 
Osan Air Base, Elmendorf Air Force Base 
in Alaska and Hickam Air Force Base in 
Hawaii. 

“So this move is part of a larger effort 
to bridge our current force structure 
with a smaller, more capable future force 
composed mainly of fifth-generation air- 
craft,” Pacific Air Forces spokesman Maj. 
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Kenneth L. Hoffman said Thursday. 

Osan’s 5list Fighter Wing would lose 
three A-10 Thunderbolt II jets, which are 
designed mainly for close air support mis- 
sions, Hoffman said. 

But it will retain 45 aircraft and receive 
upgrades to 24 of its 
F-16s. 

Officials at Osan had 
no immediate details 
Thursday on the time- 
table for the change. 

By next Year. 
Elmendorf’s 3rd Wing will have retired 
the last of its 24 F-15 Eagles, but it has 36 
F-22 Raptors that are being upgraded to 
the most modern, Block 35 variant. 

Also by next year, Hickam will have lost 
its 15 Hawaii Air National Guard F-15s, 
but will receive 18 F-22s, with delivery 
starting in early 2011. 

Within the time between the F-15 depar- 
ture and F-22 arrival, Air National Guard

The Air Force will retire 112 F-15s, 134

“We have a strategic

CAMP ZAMA, Japan — A 
grisly scene awaited Camp Zama 
first responders Wednesday 
morning when they encountered 
bloody casualties scattered in 
front of a tower housing unit, but 
the victims were role-players in a 
planned exercise.

WASHINGTON — President Barack 
Obama’s request for continuing military 
and diplomatic operations in Iraq and Af- 
ghanistan easily cleared a procedural test 
Thursday on its way toward a final vote 
later in the day. 

The $91.3 billion measure before the 
Senate closely tracks Obama’s request for 
war funds, although the $80 million he 
was seeking to close the U.S. naval prison 
at Guantanamo Bay, Cuba, was dropped 
Wednesday. 

The 94-1 vote to limit debate paves the 
way for easy passage later on Thursday. A 
final House-Senate compromise is likely 
when Congress returns in June from a 
weeklong Memorial Day recess. Russ Fe- 
ingold, D-Wis., cast the sole “no” vote.

Senate set to OK $91.3B in war funding 


Sen. Jim DeMuint, R-S.C., promised to 
try to strike the IMF funding from the bill 
on Thursday. The funding is estimated to 
cost taxpayers $5 billion since the U.S. 
government is given interest-bearing as- 
sets in return. 

The underlying war funding measure 
has gotten relatively little attention, even 
though it would boost total approved 
spending for the Iraq and Afghanistan 
wars above $900 billion. 

The Pentagon would receive $73 billion 
under the legislation, including $4.6 bil- 
lion to train and equip Afghan and Iraqi 
security forces, $400 million to train and 
equip Pakistan’s security forces, and $21.9 
billion to procure new mine-resistant ve- 
hicles, aircraft, weapons and ammunition, 
among other items. 

The House version adds $11.8 billion to

Terror suspect 
pleads guilty to 
alding al-Qaida

MINNEAPOLIS — A 35-year- 
old terror suspect who has been 
held in solitary confinement for 
more than five years pleaded 
guilty Wednesday to conspiring 
to provide support and resources 
to al-Qaida, federal prosecutors 
announced Wednesday. 

Mohammed Abdullah Wars- 
ame’s guilty plea comes about 
two weeks after his attorneys 
asked that he be released while 
awaiting trial on charges that 
also included lying to the FBI. 

As part of a plea agreement, he 
admitted to a single count of con- 
spiring to support al-Qaida. The 
other charges will be dismissed. 

Authorities have said Wars- 
ame, a Canadian of Somali de- 
scent, once dined with Osama bin 
Laden, fought with the Taliban 
and attended training camps in 
Afghanistan and Pakistan. 

Warsame is in federal custody, 
and it wasn’t immediately clear 
whether he will be released or 
have to serve additional time 
after sentencing July 9. 

While Warsame faces a statu- 
tory maximum sentence of 15 
years in prison and a $250,000 
fine, the federal sentencing 
guidelines usually result in less-

Installations are reporting that 
hundreds of soldiers who have 
engaged in substance abuse have 
not been pushed to seek treat- 
ment, according to the Army vice 
chief of staff.

“Our soldiers need this re- 
source and I expect you to pro- 
vide it for them,” Chiarelli wrote. 

USA Today reported that in a

Gates says more troops 
won't help Afghan war 


WASHINGTON — The Obama 
administration next spring should 
weigh whether its new tactics are 
winning the stalemated war in 
Afghanistan, Defense Secretary 
Robert Gates said Wednesday, 
adding that he doubts that any 
more infusions of U.S. forces 
would help.

Three Gls killed in blast

BAGHDAD — Three American soldiers were 
killed Thursday in a bombing in Baghdad, the U.S. 
military said, part of a burst of violence only weeks 
before American combat troops are due to leave 
Iraqi cities. 

The attack was one of a series of bombings to hit 
Baghdad and the northern city of Kirkuk, killing at 
least 66 people and wounding dozens more in two 
days. 

The deadliest blast Thursday occurred in Bagh- 
dad’s southern Dora district, where a bomb ex- 
ploded near an American foot patrol, U.S. and Iraqi 
officials said. 

The U.S. military initially reported nine U.S. per- 
sonnel were wounded in the attack. Later, the mili- 
tary said it could not confirm that number because 
the injured were still being evaluated and treated. 

The attack occurred about 10:38 a.m. as the sol- 
diers patrolled near an outdoor market, said Army 
Maj. David Shoupe. 

Iraqi police said a suicide bomber was responsi- 





ble, but Shoupe said the U.S. could not confirm that. 
He said four civilians died in the blast, but Iraqi po- 
lice and hospital officials put the civilian toll at 12 
killed and 25 wounded. 

Earlier Thursday, another suicide bomber killed 
seven U.S.-backed Sunni paramilitaries as they 
waited in a line to receive salaries at an Iraqi mili- 
tary base in the northern city of Kirkuk. 

Police Maj. Salam Zankana said the victims in 
the Kirkuk attack were members of the local para- 
military Awakening Council — Sunnis who turned 
against the insurgents and help provide security. 
Eight others were wounded, he said. 

Awakening Council members, also Known as 
“Sons of Iraq,” have been frequently targeted by 
al-Qaida and other Sunni groups still fighting U.S. 
troops and the U.S.-backed Iraqi government. 

Also Thursday, a bomb exploded inside a police 
station in western Baghdad, killing three policemen 
and wounding 19 others, an Iraqi police official said. 
The bomb was hidden inside a trash can and carried 
into the station, he added. 


E:x-soldier given life in Iraq rape-murder

PADUCAH, Ky. — An ex-sol- 
dier convicted of raping and 
killing an Iraqi teen and murder- 
ing her family was spared the 
death penalty Thursday and will 
serve a life sentence after jurors 
couldn’t agree unanimously on a 
punishment. 

Former Pfc. Steven Dale 
Green of Midland, Texas, will 
be formally sentenced Sept. 4 by 
U.S. District Judge Thomas B. 
Russell. Jurors who convicted 
Green on May 7 told Russell they 
couldn’t agree on the appropriate 
sentence after deliberating more 
than 10 hours over two days. 

In a March 2006 attack in 
Mahmoudiya, south of Baghdad, 
Green and three other soldiers 
went to the home of 14-year-old 
Abeer Qassim al-Janabi. Green 
shot and killed the teen’s mother, 
father and sister, then became 
the third soldier to rape the girl 
before killing her. 

Green’s attorneys never denied 


Green’s involvement in the attack. 
Instead, they focused on trying to 
build a case that Green didn’t de- 
serve the death penalty. 

Defense attorneys presented 
former Marines and other sol- 
diers Green served with who 
testified that Green faced an un- 
usually stressful combat tour in 
Iraq in a unit that suffered heavy 
casualties and didn’t receive suf- 
ficient Army leadership while 
serving in Iraq’s “Triangle of 
Death.” 
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Enemy attacks killed two com- 
mand sergeants, a lieutenant and 
a specialist in Green’s unit dur- 
ing 12 days in December 2005. 
Jurors also were told that Green’s 
unit was left alone to run a traf- 
fic checkpoint for several weeks 
without a break. 

Green’s father, John, and broth- 
er, Doug, sighed as the verdict 
was read.

WHITE PLAINS, N.Y. — Four 
men arrested after planting what 
they thought were explosives near 
two New York City synagogues 
were disappointed that the World 
Trade Center wasn’t still around 
to attack, a federal prosecutor said 
Thursday as the men appeared in 
court for the first time. 

The suspects were arrested 
Wednesday night, shortly after 
planting a 37-pound mock explo- 
sive device in the trunk of a car 
outside the Riverdale Temple and 
two mock bombs in the backseat 
of acar outside the Riverdale Jew- 
ish Center, another synagogue a 
few blocks away, authorities said. 
Police blocked their escape with 
an 18-wheel truck, smashing their 
tinted SUV windows and appre- 
hending the unarmed suspects. 

Authorities said the men also 
plotted to shoot down a military 
plane.

James Cromitie, 55; David Wil- 
liams, 28; Onta Williams, 32; and 
Laguerre Payen, all of Newburgh, 
were charged with conspiracy to 
use weapons of mass destruction 
within the United States and con- 
spiracy to acquire and use anti- 
aircraft missiles. 

All the suspects except Payen 
appeared in federal court in 
White Plains on Thursday, their 
hands shackled to their waists. 
Payen was expected to appear in 


court later Thursday. Lawyers for 
the defendants, all of whom are 
U.S. citizens, did not seek bail. 

In arguing against bail, Assis- 
tant U.S. Attorney Eric Snyder 
told the judge “it’s hard to envi- 
sion a more chilling plot” and 
described the men as “extremely 
violent.” 

They were “disappointed...that 
the best target (the World Trade 
Center) was hit already,” he said, 
adding that the men were “eager 


to bring death to Jews.” He also 
said Cromitie wanted to see what 
he did on TV and be able to say, 
“T’m the one who did that.” 
Earlier, Police Commissioner 
Raymond Kelly spoke at a news 
conference outside the Riverdale 
Jewish Center in the Bronx. 
“They stated that they wanted 
to commit jihad,’ Kelly said. 
“They were disturbed about 
what happened in Afghanistan 
and Pakistan, that Muslims were 


being killed.” 

Kelly said he believed the men 
knew each other through prison. 
They had long rap sheets for 
charges including drug posses- 
sion and assault. During the hear- 
ing Cromitie told the judge he had 
used marijuana on Wednesday 
but was clear-headed enough to 
understand the proceedings. 

An official told The Associated 
Press that three of the men are 
converts to Islam. 


Measure allowing guns in parks passes

WASHINGTON — In a stinging defeat for 
gun-control advocates, Congress has voted to 
allow people to carry loaded guns in national 
parks and wildlife refuges. 

The House approved the measure, 279-147, 
on Wednesday, one day 
after the Senate acted. 

A total of 105 Demo- 
crats in the House joined 
174 Republicans in sup- 
porting the gun mea- 
sure, which essentially 
restores a Bush adminis- 
tration policy that briefly 
allowed loaded guns in 
national parks earlier 
this year. The measure, 
which is included in a 
bill imposing new re- 
strictions on credit card companies, allows 
licensed gun owners to bring firearms into 
national parks and wildlife refuges as long as 
they are allowed by state law. 

The vote was a bitter disappointment for 
gun-control proponents, who watched as a 
Democratic-controlled Congress handed a 
victory to gun-rights advocates that they did 
not achieve under Republican rule. Many 
blamed the National Rifle Association, which

pushed hard for the gun law. 

“The NRAis basically taking over the House 
and Senate,” said Rep. Carolyn McCarthy, D- 
N.Y., a leading gun-control supporter. “If the 
NRA wins, the American people are going to 
be the ones who lose.” 

Rep. Doc Hastings, R-Wash., said liberals 
might believe that, “but the American people 
won’t buy it.” 

“The fact is American 
gun owners are simply 
citizens who want to 
exercise their Second 
Amendment rights with- 
out running into confus- 


ing red tape,” Hastings 
said. 
Hastings and _ other 


Republicans said the bill 
merely aligns national 
parks and wildliferefuges 
with regulations govern- 
ing the national forests and property con- 
trolled by the Bureau of Land Management. 

The GOP called the current policy outdated 
and confusing to those who visit public lands, 
noting that merely traveling from state-owned 
parks to national parks meant some visitors 
were violating the law. 

A majority of Democrats in both the House 
and Senate opposed the gun measure, but 
enough Democrats voted for the bill that the

final tally in both chambers was not close. 

Democratic leaders decided not to remove 
the gun provision after Sen. Tom Coburn, R- 
Okla., was able to insert it into the popular 
credit card measure. Lawmakers and aides 
said there was not enough time to send the 
bill to a House-Senate conference committee 
— where it could be removed without a vote 
— and still get it to Presi- 
dent Barack Obama by 
Memorial Day as he has 
requested. 

“There’s a lot of mo- 
mentum to get this done,” 
said Rep. Raul Grijalva, 
R-Ariz. 

Grijalva, chairman of 
national parks subcom- 
mittee, opposed the gun 
measure, but said the 
“sense of urgency from 
the White House” to 
get the credit card bill approved, combined 
with the NRA’s clout, were impossible to 
overcome. 

Chris W. Cox, chief lobbyist for the NRA, 
said the group pushed for the gun measure 
but did not threaten anyone over the vote. 

“Obviously this is an issue that affects our 
membership,” Cox said. But to claim the NRA 
sets the agenda in Congress misrepresents the 
role that NRA plays in the process, he said.

BIRMINGHAM, Ala. — Five 
Birmingham police officers were 
fired Wednesday for beating an 
unconscious suspect ejected from 
a car after a chase, an attack cap- 
tured on a patrol car videotape 
that didn’t surface publicly for a 
year. 

Police Chief A.C. Roper said 
the officers, who were not identi- 
fied, were seasoned veterans but 
acted in a “shameful” manner. 

The video shows police pur- 
suing Anthony Warren’s van on 
Jan. 23, 2008. One officer on foot 
was hurt when the van swerved 
through traffic. It overturned on 
a ramp, ejecting Warren, who lay 
motionless as officers ran toward 
him. The video shows them beat- 
ing him with their fists, feet and 
a billy club. 

An attorney representing War- 
ren in a civil case said he was 
hospitalized after the chase and 
didn’t realize he’d been beaten 
until a prosecutor preparing for 
his trial requested the tape, saw 
the attack and told the defense 
about it. 

Roper said the department had 
“terminated 50 years of com- 
bined service due to 10 seconds 
of injustice.” 

The officers can appeal. 

Wendy Crew, an attorney for 
Warren, filed a claim against 
the city in March, the first step 
before filing a lawsuit seeking 
damages. 


Somali piracy suspect 
pleads not guilty 


NEW YORK — A Somali teen- 
ager accused of leading a pirate 
attack on an American cargo 
ship off the coast of Africa plead- 
ed not guilty Thursday to piracy 
charges. 

A somber-looking Abdiwali 
Abdigadir Muse entered the plea 
in a soft voice with his head down 
during a brief appearance in U.S. 
District Court in Manhattan. 

Afterward, his lawyers said 
Muse has been kept in solitary 
confinement since being cap- 
tured in his impoverished nation 
and brought to the United States 
last month. 


Obama signs bill to 
assist homeowners 


WASHINGTON — President 
Barack Obama said homeowners 
facing foreclosure would have a 
second chance under a measure 
he signed into law on Wednesday, 
but he added consumers must 
live within their means.

SALT LAKE CITY — Swine flu forced 
Christina Huitron to make a choice no 
mother should have to make. 

On Wednesday she told doctors to take 
her 21-year-old son off life support, making 
Marcos Sanchez the nation’s 10th fatality 
associated with the newly discovered virus 
that continues to spread across the globe. 

“TI knew he was suffering,” Christina 
Huitron told KSL-TV. “I don’t know how 
he was feeling, but I just knew I had to 
do it because he was passing away slowly 
anyways, and I didn’t want him to suffer 
anymore.” 


Sanchez checked into a suburban hospi- 
tal Saturday, vomiting blood and burning 
with fever, Huitron told The Salt Lake Tri- 
bune. By Tuesday he was suffering from 
multiple organ failure. 

Dr. David Sundwall, executive director 
of the Utah Department of Health, said 
Marcos, the state’s first swine flu fatality, 
was overweight and had chronic medical 
conditions, including respiratory prob- 
lems, that put him at risk. 

“This is not a person who was overall 
genuinely healthy,” Sundwall said. 

Sanchez had not traveled recently. Dag- 
mar Vitek, medical director for the Salt 
Lake Valley Health Department, said an 
investigation to determine how he con-

In neighboring Arizona, health officials 
said Wednesday a 13-year-old boy from 
Tucson also has died from swine flu.

He had been hospitalized 
since May 10. 

Swine flu has sickened more than 11,000 
people in 41 countries and killed 85, ac- 
cording to the World Health Organization, 
whose figures often trail those of indi- 
vidual countries. Mexico has reported 75 
deaths, the U.S. 10, and one in both Canada 
and Costa Rica. 

In New York City, officials, colleagues, 
friends and family gathered Wednesday at

Two more New York City public schools 
closed because of swine flu, bringing the 
number of city public and private schools 
shuttered within the last week to 23. 

One school closed Thursday across the 
Hudson River in Fort Lee, N.J., another 
closed in Reno, Nev., and four schools 
closed in Lodi, Wis., after students were 
sickened.

Urine luck these days

HOUSTON — At the interna- 
tional space station, it was one 
small sip for man and a giant gulp 
of recycled urine for mankind. 

Astronauts aboard the space 
station celebrated a space first 
on Wednesday by drinking water 
that had been recycled from their 
urine, sweat and water that con- 
denses from exhaled air. They 
said “cheers,” clicked drinking 
bags and toasted NASA workers 
on the ground who were sipping 
their own version of recycled 
drinking water. 

“The taste is great,” American 
astronaut Michael Barratt said. 
Then as Russian Gennady Padal- 
ka tried to catch little bubbles of 
the clear water floating in front 
of him, Barratt called the taste 


“worth chasing.” 

He said the water came with 
labels that said: “drink this when 
real water is over 200 miles 
away.” 

The urine recycling system 
is needed for astronaut outposts 
on the moon and Mars. It also 
will save NASA money because 
it won’t have to ship up as much 
water to the station by space 
shuttle or cargo rockets. 

It’s also crucial as the space 
station is about to expand from 
three people living on board to 
S1X. 

The recycling system had been 
brought up to the space station 
last November by space shuttle 
Endeavour, but it couldn’t be 
used until samples were tested 
back on Earth and a stuck valve 
was fixed on Monday.

and Japan top 
life-expectane 
list, WHO says

GENEVA — A girl born in 
Japan today will likely live to 
celebrate her 86th birthday, the 
longest life expectancy anywhere 
in the world. Men fare best in the 
tiny, wealthy European nation of 
San Marino, where the average 
boy will live to 81. 

The West African country of 
Sierra Leone has the shortest life 
expectancy for men — just 39 
— while Afghanistan fares badly 
for both sexes, with men and 
women living to 41 and 42 years 
respectively. 

Those figures come from the 
World Health Organization, which 
announced its annual health sta- 
tistics Thursday on the year 2007, 
the latest available. 

The data showed that some 
countries have made remarkable 
progress in increasing life ex- 
pectancy since 1990 — partly by 
ending wars, partly through suc- 
cessful health initiatives. 

Eritrea increased its average 
life expectancy during that period 
by 33 years to 61 for men, and by 
12 years to 65 for women. Angola, 
Bangladesh, Maldives, Niger and 
East Timor also increased their 
average life expectancies for both 
men and women by 10 years. 

In the United States, the life ex- 
pectancy was on the rise for both 
sexes, but not so dramatically: up 
to 76 from 72 years for men, and 
to 81 from 79 for women. 

Other countries, meanwhile, 
showed a sharp decline since 
1990, especially in Africa. 

In Zimbabwe, a_yearslong 
economic crisis and rampant in- 
flation have created serious short- 
ages of food and medicine and 
forced medical workers to flee 
the country. Those factors are 
among the reasons that women’s 
life expectancy fell by 19 years to 
44 and the men’s average fell 12 
years to 45. 

WHO said the trend for deaths 
in young children was promising 
overall, with a global drop of 27 
percent since 1990. Some 9 mil- 
lion children under 5 years old 
died in 2007, compared to 12.5 
million in 1990. 

“The decline in the death toll 
of children under five illustrates 
what can be achieved,” said 
WHO’s director of statistics, Ties 
Boerma. 

The increased use of insecti- 
cide-treated mosquito nets for ma- 
laria, better access to vaccines and 
improved water and sanitation in 
developing countries are proving 
particularly effective, he said. 


Indonesia may ground 
C-130s following crash

donesia vowed to ground all its 
C-130 Hercules planes if it turns 
out mechanical problems caused 
a crash that killed nearly 100 
people, as investigators sifted 
through the charred wreckage 
Thursday in search of answers.

DUBLIN — The thousands of 
victims of Ireland’s child-abuse 
homes spent decades just trying 
to get the public to believe them. 
A mammoth investigation has 
proved the horrors of their youth, 
but left many disappointed that 
their abusers were not named. 

A nine-year probe into child 
abuse by Ireland’s Catholic reli- 
gious orders painted a damning 
portrait of a system that shielded 
child-molesters from justice and 
trapped generations of Ireland’s 
poorest children to misery from 
the 1930s to the 1990s. 

“TI do genuinely believe that it 
would have been a further step to- 
wards our healing if our abusers 
had been named and shamed,” 
said Christine Buckley, 62, who 
spent her first 18 years in a Dub- 
lin orphanage run by Sisters of 
Mercy nuns. 

More than 30,000 children 
deemed to be petty thieves, tru- 
ants or from dysfunctional fami- 
lies — a category that included 
unmarried mothers — were sent 
to the schools where the abuse 
took place. 

Irish President Mary McAleese 
on Thursday denounced what she 
called an “atrocious betrayal of 
love” by Catholic clergy toward 
these children. She praised the 
victims for demanding the truth, 
despite Irish Catholic society’s 
desire to doubt them and look the 
other way.

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‘From Sharon Stone to Jesus’ 


Hollywood screenwriter Eszterhas puts aside scandalous scripts and writes about God

Screenwriter Joe Eszterhas knows all about strange plot 
twists, and he is convinced that God often sends big mes- 
sages in the final acts of people’s lives. 

Once a scandalous Hollywood insider, the author of 
twisted thrillers such as “Basic Instinct” and “Jagged 
Edge” can quote chapter and verse about life and death 
in Tinseltown. 

Consider the ruthless movie mogul who died during a 
beach vacation when a metal bar fell from a construction 
crane and pieced his heart. Or how about the Casanova 
actor whose reputation made his testicular cancer a bit too 
ironic? 

Eszterhas will name names, when confessing his own 
sins. 

The screenwriter’s egomaniacal tantrums were the stuff 
of legends, along with his appetite for alcohol, cocaine and 
first-person research for the lap-dancing scenes in “Show- 
girls.” Then there was his foul, blasphemous mouth. 

It was tempting to connect the dots when he was diag- 
nosed with throat cancer in 2001, said Eszterhas, during 
his blunt and mildly profane testimony at Biola University’s 
annual conference on faith and the entertainment industry. 
The resulting surgery claimed 80 percent of his larynx. 

“Was it possible,” he mused, in his one-foot-in-the-grave 
voice, “that God had to cut my throat?” Then he heard the 
harsh commandments for his new life. 


“TI adored my wife and children, so I tried,” Eszterhas 
told the audience at CBS Studio Center. “I stopped smok- 
ing. I stopped drinking. I was trying my best to stay alive. 
I was trying my best not to die, but I knew that I couldn’t 
do it.” 

Thus begins the wild conversion story he has shared many 
times, reading from his book, “Crossbearer: A Memoir of 
Faith.” The turning point arrives with a weeping sinner on 
his knees, his heart skipping beats, his hands shaking, his 
voice moaning through his tracheotomy tube. Then Eszter- 
has hears his own voice mumbling strange words. 

“T didn’t know why I had said it. I had never said it be- 
fore,” he said. “Then I listened to myself say it again and 
again and again. 

‘Please, God, help me.’ ‘Please, God, help me.’ ‘Please, 
God, help me’ ... I thought to myself, ‘Me, asking God, beg- 
ging God? Me, praying?’”’ 

Then his pain was gone and he was staring into a bright 
light. He decided that, with God’s help, “I could defeat my- 
self and win, if I fought very hard and if I prayed. ... God 
saved me from me.” 

Condensed into the punchy talking points that sell 
screenplays, Eszterhas said his life has gone from “Mal- 
ibu to Ohio, from booze to diet Sprite, from Spago to Mc- 
Donald’s, from Sharon Stone to Jesus.” 

Now he walks five miles and prays for an hour every 
day. With his second wife and their four sons, he worships 
at Holy Angels Catholic Church in Chagrin Falls, Ohio, 


where he volunteers to carry the cross in Sunday Mass. 

“The twisted little man” who wrote his scripts still lives 
in his head, he said, but is no longer in charge. The big 
question was whether Eszterhas could write without the 
tobacco, alcohol and deadly darkness that fueled his 16 
screenplays, which became movies that grossed more 
than $1 billion. 

Eszterhas said he sat frozen at his old typewriter, feel- 
ing “like Jack Nicholson in “The Shining.’” He faced a 
complete mental block until he pounded out: “This is how 
I found God or how God found me.” 

The memoir had to come first. Since then, Eszterhas has 
written two scripts, including a “narco-terrorism” thriller 
he thinks would fit Nicholson. He also wants to write a small- 
budget movie about Our Lady of Guadalupe. In an age in 
which Hollywood keeps remaking old blockbusters, he won- 
ders why no one has produced spectacular digital versions 
of “The Silver Chalice,” “The Robe” or “Quo Vadis.” 

While he wants to keep working, what Eszterhas can’t 
imagine is writing the kinds of scripts that made him rich 
and famous. 

“My head’s not really in that place. I mean, the thing that 
I would like to do very much, in the time that I have left, in 
terms of my own screenwriting, is to ... write some things that 
reflect my faith,” he said. The goal would be to put “the same 
kind of energy, ... into doing faith-based films that I think 
can really be commercially viable, that I put into other films 
of a different sort that became commercially successful.”

HOUSTON — As tens of mil- 
lions tank up and hit the road for 
Memorial Day weekend, gas pric- 
es are rising fast enough to revive 
painful memories of the $4-a-gal- 
lon summer of 2008. 

Rest easy: The economic slack 
created by the recession all but 
guarantees prices won’t spike the 
way they did last year, analysts 
say.

“Uh-oh,” cab driver Jay Biyani 
said while filling up this week in 
Manhattan.

New jobless claims fall

WASHINGTON — The num- 
ber of newly laid-off Americans 
requesting unemployment insur- 
ance dropped slightly last week 
after spiking due to auto layoffs, 
while continuing jobless claims 
moved closer to 7 million. 

The Labor Department said 
Thursday that initial claims for 
jobless benefits fell to a seasonal- 
ly adjusted 631,000, down from a 
revised figure of 643,000 the pre- 
vious week. That nearly matched 
analysts’ expectations of 630,000 
new claims. 

Many economists said that 
while layoffs probably are still 
declining, they may not be doing 
so as fast as had been hoped. New 


jobless claims, which had dropped 
to a 14-week low of 605,000 earli- 
er this month, are seen as a mea- 
sure of the pace of layoffs. 

Factory shutdowns by Chrysler 
LLC and General Motors Corp. 
likely will continue to inflate the 
claims figures until this summer, 
economists said. The shutdowns 
also could affect auto suppliers, 
which employ roughly 3 million 
workers. 

The number of workers con- 
tinuing to claim unemployment 
insurance rose to nearly 6.7 mil- 
lion from about 6.6 million, the 
department said. That’s the high- 
est total on records dating to 1967 
and the 16th straight record. The 
continuing claims data lags ini- 
tial claims by one week.

hen President Barack Obama met 

\ X Israeli Prime Minister Benjamin 

Netanyahu in the White House 

on Monday, their carefully chosen words 
failed to conceal basic disagreements. 

The Israeli leader downplayed talks 
with the Palestinians and never uttered 
the phrase “two-state solution.” Instead, 
Netanyahu focused on the danger to Israel 
and to the United States of Iran’s develop- 
ing nuclear weapons. He thanked Obama 
for “leaving all options on the table” — 
Bushian shorthand for keeping open the 
possibility of bombing Iran. 

Yet Obama never used that phrase, al- 
though he did say his policy of seeking 
dialogue with Iran had time limits, after 
which he might seek stronger international 
sanctions. However, the president stated — 
contrary to Netanyahu — that progress on 
Israeli-Palestinian peace would strengthen 
America’s hand in dealing with Iran. 

Obama also made clear that the United 
States believes a two-state solution is es- 
sential for stability in the region. He asked 
Israel to live up to its past commitment 
to halt Jewish settlements on the West 
Bank — a commitment Netanyahu never 
mentioned. 

Listening to Obama’s oh-so-careful ex- 
change with Netanyahu made me antsy. 
Here’s what he might have said had he 
been more frank: 

Prime Minister Netanyahu, the United 
States has a deep and special relationship 
with the state of Israel, whose security will 
always be of paramount concern. 

However, we believe the greatest cur- 
rent security threat to our country and the 
world emanates from the nexus of Afghan- 
istan and Pakistan, where jihadi terrorists 
with global goals could get their hands on 
nuclear weapons. 

Unlike Iran, Pakistan already has dozens 
of weapons and is manufacturing more fis- 
sile materiel. Its leaders say those weapons 
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are safe, but no one can be certain about 
the future. Al-Qaida and its allies would 
have no qualms about using or handing 
off nuclear materiel to kill millions in the 
West. They also hate Israel. 

So America must help Pakistan’s govern- 
ment combat the jihadis and safeguard its 
nuclear weapons. Toward that same end, 
the United States must also help stabilize 
Afghanistan, which is threatened by a Tal- 
iban resurgence. 

Until this goal is achieved, embarking on 
any other war in the region would be a seri- 
ous strategic error. 

A military strike against Iran — includ- 
ing any solo action by Israel — wouldn’t 
end that country’s program. But it would 
likely destroy U.S. efforts to bring the 
AfPak situation under control. It would 
also inflame the entire Middle East. There 
are other ways to approach — and, if neces- 
sary, contain — Iran’s nuclear efforts. 

As for the peace process between Israel 
and the Palestinians, you mustn’t waste 
what may be the last, best chance for a ne- 
gotiated solution. 

Virtually all of the Sunni Arab nations in 
the Middle East are worried about Iran’s 
growing power and are ready for a broader 
peace with Israel. I will ask their leaders 
for more concrete commitments when I 
visit the region in June. 

But a broad Arab peace with Israel — 
envisioned in the Arab peace plan of 2002 
—won’t move forward unless Israel recom- 
mits to and pursues a two-state solution. 

You say you can’t restart talks because 
the Palestinian leadership is split between 
the radical Hamas and the Palestinian Au- 
thority on the West Bank? Then give the 
Palestinians and the Arab world a clear 
signal of your bona fides by stopping all 
Jewish settlement-building on the West 
Bank, as you pledged to do in previous 
agreements. 

Such a move would provide breathing 
room for the peace process. It would give 
Arab countries the political cover with 
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their own publics to make further over- 
tures toward Israel. A settlement freeze 
could also turn Palestinian public opinion 
against Hamas. This virtuous circle would, 
in turn, expand the Israeli majority that, 
according to polls, already favors a two- 
state solution. 

On the other hand, if Israel keeps ex- 
panding settlements — and I understand 
a new one is going up as you stand here 
— this precludes any viable Palestinian 
state. Not only are the settlements killing 
prospects for a two-state solution; they are 
suicidal for the Jewish state. Israeli de- 
mographers point out that keeping control 
of the West Bank and Gaza will lead to an 
angry Arab majority within greater Israel 
within a couple of decades. 

That is why I urge you to seize this mo- 
ment. Progress toward a two-state solution 
is crucial, for both your country and mine.

$258,000. 

Prosecutors say Persichilli was 
caught in a Wilbraham hotel room 
in February 2007 with counterfeit- 
ing equipment and was trying to 
change his identity. 


Mississippi River reopens 
area where boats collided 


MEMPHIS — A por- 

tion of the Mississippi is 
reopen for business downstream 
from Memphis, Tenn., after two 
towboats collided and forced it to 
shut down. 

U.S. Coast Guard officials say 
the closure lasted for some 14 
hours after the boats collided. No 
one was hurt. 

Petty Officer Casey Ranel said 
the vessels Golden Eagle and 
Mary Ann collided about 100 miles 
downriver from Memphis near 
Helena, Ark. 

No water pollution was found. 
But 26 barges broke free and 
had to be rounded up. All were 
recovered. 


Small plane found stuck 
in tree; pilot missing 
MILFORD — A fire chief 


P in northeastern Pennsyl- 
vania said a small plane was stuck 
in a tree about 20 feet above the 
ground but nobody knows who was 
flying it. 

Dingman Township Volunteer 
Fire Department Chief William 
Mikulak said a woman in a Kayak 
saw the single-engine Piper. The 
woman hadn’t seen it the day be- 
fore, so she alerted authorities. 

Records show the plane is owned 
by Robert Stephanoff, of Piscat- 
away, N.J., but it’s unclear if he was 
flying it. 

The fire chief said the plane was 
headed from an airport in Penn- 
sylvania to Hancock, N.Y. 


Teacher accused of 
having sex with student 


WACO — A Central Texas

Kyle Salisbury, 24, was charged 
with one count of indecency with 
a child and two counts each of 
sexual assault and improper re- 
lationship between an educator 
and a student. He remained in the 
McLennan County Jail in Waco on 
$1 million bond. 

He’s been a science teacher, the 
assistant girls’ basketball coach 
and the junior varsity girls’ volley- 
ball coach at Lorena High School. 

During the investigation, Salis- 
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bury told police officers that he 
had sex with the 14-year-old girl 
in April and May at his home in 
the Waco suburb of Woodway, the 
Waco Tribune-Herald reported. 


Hotels settle lawsuit 
over disabilities act 


NEW YORK — Four 

Times Square area hotel 
owners and operators have agreed 
to modify their establishments to 
settle a federal lawsuit alleging 
they had violated the Americans 
with Disabilities Act. 

The U.S. Attorney’s Office in 
Manhattan says the hotels are: the 
Moderne; the Ameritania; the Am- 
sterdam Court; and the Radio City 
Suites. The case against a fifth 
hotel is pending.

Hatched in a zoo seven 
years ago, he was the old man of 
the program, living wild and near- 
ly ready to breed. 

This month he succumbed to the 
biggest killer of the once nearly ex- 
tinct species: lead poisoning. 

There are signs that a year-old 
state ban on lead bullets has begun 
to help the endangered vultures, 
but defiance by at least a few hunt- 
ers and setbacks like the death of 
No. 286 have researchers worried 
that the majestic birds remain far 
from having a solid footing in their 
natural habitat. 

Lead poisoning has been a 
major threat to the scavengers. It 
has killed at least 14 condors in 
California since 1992, and about a 
dozen in Arizona since 1996.

LOS ANGELES — Nobody was 
feeling luckier than Kobe Bryant 
a day after rescuing the Los An- 
geles Lakers from certain defeat 
against the Denver Nuggets in 
their Western Conference finals 
opener. 

“We just kind of got away with 
one,” he said, grinning. “It hap- 
pens sometimes.” 

Bryant scored 40 points, in- 
cluding six free throws in the 
final 30 seconds Tuesday night, 
to give the Lakers a 105-103 vic- 
tory after being outplayed most of 
the game. 

Call it stealing one at home. 

“It was one of those gutty 
performances that you have to 
have throughout the postsea- 
son,” Bryant said after practice 
Wednesday. “We had everything 
working against us — mistakes, 
loose balls, bobbling balls out of 
bounds. It just seemed like one of 
those nights, but we managed to 
pull through it.” 

Game 2 is Thursday night in 
Los Angeles. The Nuggets have 
lost 11 consecutive playoff games 
to the Lakers, including a first- 
round sweep last season. 

“We played 46!/2 solid minutes, 
just the last minute or so got away 
from us. But we can take a lot of 
things from it that we did well,” 
Kenyon Martin said. “We just 
need to eliminate some of the 
little mistakes and go from there. 
That’s the beauty of it, there’s an- 
other game tomorrow.” 

Bryant was forced into play- 
ing both ends of the floor after 
teammate Trevor Ariza couldn’t 
stop Denver’s Carmelo Anthony, 
who owned a lackluster history 
against the Lakers until explod- 
ing for 39 points. 

Bryant started out defending 
Chauncey Billups (18 points), 
then took on J.R. Smith (eight 
points) before sliding over late to 
Anthony, his U.S. Olympic team- 
mate. Forget asking coach Phil 
Jackson for permission to change 
defensive assignments, either.

ship where I just do it,” Bryant 
said.

“He’s been phenomenal,” Bil- 
lups said.

Kanaan accentuates the positive

INDIANAPOLIS 
ony Kanaan finds it laughable 
when people talk about his bad 
luck in the Indianapolis 500. 
The Brazilian is probably the 

best active IndyCar driver never to have 
won the sport’s biggest event. Still, he can’t 
bring himself to think of his close calls or 
his failures here as some kind of jinx. 

“T’ve led (the race) every time I’ve been 
here, something nobody else has (done), 
and I haven’t started worse than sixth,” 
Kanaan said while relaxing before prac- 
tice in the Andretti Green Racing garage. 
“You can’t say this place is bad luck for me. 
I just haven’t nailed it yet.” 

In Kanaan’s first seven races on the 
famed 2.5-mile Brickyard oval, the annual 
prerace favorite has five finishes of 12th or 
better, including third in 2003, second in 
2004, eighth in 2005 and fifth in 2006. 

“Because it’s Indianapolis, people make 
a big deal about it,” he said. “I don’t think 
I have bad luck here. I just think I haven’t 
had the luck to win. But I’ve been fortunate 
with what I have done. It’s hard to win a 
race and even harder to pick the race that 
you want to win. 

“T don’t think this place owes me any-

thing and I’ve just got to keep trying.” 

But last year’s 29th-place finish might 
have been the toughest for Kanaan. He 
went from leading the race to crashing 
out of it just past the halfway point when 
teammate Marco Andretti crowded him in 
a turn. Kanaan brushed the wall and then 
collided with Sarah Fisher. 

After the race, Kanaan called the move 
by Andretti, the son of team co-owner 
Michael Andretti, “stupid.” But the hard 
feelings didn’t last long for Kanaan, ac- 
knowledged by younger teammates An- 
dretti, Danica Patrick and Hideki Mutoh 
as the team leader. 

“We still have different opinions, I think, 
about what happened,” Kanaan said. “But 
that’s good because we both have different 
personalities and see it in different ways. 
But that did not affect us as teammates. It 
did not affect us as friends. We still hang 
around and still have fun. 

“Nobody really remembers what hap- 
pened between me and Marco. They re- 
member that Scott Dixon won the race. 
You have to move on and move forward.” 


Andretti, 22, who is 12 years younger 
than his teammate, agreed. “Tony and I 
are fine,” he said. “Things happen on the 
track, but TK is the leader of this team. He 
has everybody’s respect.” 

Kanaan doesn’t mind being the one his 
teammates look to. “I am the oldest guy, by 
far,” he said. “Everybody relies a lot on me. 
They, being a young crowd, they do have a 
tendency to lose their patience a lot quicker 
than I do. I’m not talking about car setup, 
because they are very capable of doing 
everything. But when I kind of struggle, it 
kind of falls down to everybody else. That’s 
why I’ve got to keep my mind straight all 
the time. I’m fully aware of the responsi- 
bility that I have on this team. So I can’t re- 
ally show sometimes a lot of the emotions 
that I want to show.” 

Kanaan, who will start sixth Sunday, 
has spent almost as much time this month 
shaking down his teammates’ cars as he 
has in trying to get his own up to speed 
after a slow start for AGR at Indy. “We did 
struggle the first week with a car which we 
still have no idea why it was slow,” Kanaan 


said. “I had good support from my team to 
believe in me and not just believe that the 
driver was just being a whiner and crying 
about having a slow car. We turned the 
situation around.” 

Kanaan sees a possible silver lining in 
those early struggles. “It has been the most 
difficult month I’ve had here, as far as try- 
ing to set up a car and get the car right for 
the race,” he said. “So that might be the 
secret. I had such easy months in the last 
seven [years] and everybody picked me as 
a favorite all the time — ‘Oh, man, he’s so 
strong.’ This time, we’re under the radar. 
People talk about me just because of my 
record here, but I don’t think if I was to 
pick somebody to win this race right now 
as a fan, I would not pick Tony Kanaan.” 

But what if Kanaan never does win Indy? 
“It’s not going to be the end of my life if I 
don’t win this race,” he said. “I won’t be a 
frustrated driver if I don’t win this thing 
because I’m fulfilled with my dream of 
being a race-car driver.” 

Besides, Kanaan believes he’s still got 
plenty of time to win this race. 

“Tt took Johnny Rutherford 11 tries (to 
win) here,” he said, referring to the three- 
time Indy winner. 

“T’m on my eighth. I told him the other 
day, ‘I guess I have five to go.’”

Mariners doomed 
to repeat history?

SEATTLE — Here they go 
again. 

Twelve losses in 15 games had 
Seattle pointing fingers like it’s 
2008. 

Thanks largely to the clubhouse 
presence of team _ trendsetter 
and crackup Ken Griffey Jr., the 
Mariners insist this is a closer, 
tougher group than the bicker- 
ing one that lost 101 games last 
season. But rookie manager Don 
Wakamatsu seething and calling 
out ace Felix Hernandez, 23, for 
not “stepping up” in a loss brings 
back ugly memories. 

On Wednesday, a day after his 
anchor gave up 11 hits and six 
runs to the Los Angeles Angels 
in 5%%4 innings as the Mariners 
lost again, Wakamatsu met for 17 
minutes with Hernandez behind 
a closed door in the manager’s 
office. 

Upon emerging from the meet- 
ing — about 80 minutes before 
the Mariners eked out a 1-0 vic- 
tory over the Angels behind jour- 
neyman Chris Jakubauskas , 29 
— Hernandez twirled a glove on 
his index finger. 

Asked how the talk went, Her- 
nandez nodded, said “good,” and 
walked away. 

The meeting apparently didn’t 
include an apology from the 
manager. 

Before it, Wakamatsu didn’t 
back down from his postgame 
comments Tuesday night, when 
he said without being asked: 
“Felix wasn’t sharp. ... Sometimes 
you’ve got to ask guys to step up. I 
don’t think he stepped up today.” 

Wakamatsu was _ particularly 


angered by the Angels, second in 
the major leagues in stolen bases, 
swiping five against Hernandez 
and the pitching staff Tuesday. 

The manager and former major 
league catcher said Hernandez 
was taking 1.5-1.6 seconds to 
deliver pitches, leaving catcher 
Kenji Johjima “no chance” to 
throw out base runners. 

“Anaheim is a good club and 
they have talented players, but 
it is an embarrassment to allow 
them to steal five bags off us,” 
Wakamatsu said Tuesday. 

But the tone of Wakamatsu’s 
anger — and the recent, sorry 
play that prompted it — are remi- 
niscent of last year, when Seattle 
became the first team with a $100 
million payroll to lose 100 games. 

“What I’m trying to do (with) 
some of the comments I make is 
really just tell the truth,’ Waka- 
matsu said. 

“It’s not a reflection that ’m 
emotional about that player. What 
I care about this team doing is 
fundamental baseball. ... Those 
are comments that everybody on 
this team has heard.” 

And he added, “What we care 
about is similar to the adjust- 
ments that we made with (new 
closer) David Aardsma, who has 
had command issues in the past 
but all of a sudden is command- 
ing the ball better, is getting outs, 
is quicker to the plate.” 

Asked if Hernandez has been 
that slow to the plate before, 
Wakamatsu said: “Comes and 
goes. That is where we talk about 
showing up. 

“It’s more of a disappointment 
when you work so hard at certain 
parts of your game — and then it 
just falls apart.”

Detroit leads Chicago 2-0 in series

CHICAGO — A stinging over- 
time loss fresh on their minds 
less than 24 hours later, the Chi- 
cago Blackhawks were hoping to 
rest and regroup Wednesday. 

Even moreso, they were hoping 
to win a game. 

They knew how difficult it 
would be to beat the defending 
Stanley Cup champions and now 
face an even more daunting as- 
signment against the Detroit Red 
Wings: rally from a 2-0 deficit and 
win four of the next five games. 

“You have to let that go. Last 
night, it’s a tough loss. It’s still a 
seven-game series and you got to 
win four games,” Chicago winger 
Andrew Ladd said of Tuesday 
night’s 3-2 setback. 

Ladd offered some _ solace 
Wednesday from his experience 
with the Carolina Hurricanes 
three years ago during a run to 
the Stanley Cup. 

“T just think you don’t want 
to panic,” Ladd said. “I know in 
Carolina, our first round against 
Montreal the year we won, we 
lost our first two games at home 
and ended up winning that series 
in six.” 

But this is the conference fi- 
nals and it’s the Red Wings. And 
even though the Blackhawks are 
counting on the roar of the Unit- 
ed Center crowd to give them a 
boost, they have to find a way 
to play better and cut down on 
turnovers. 

The Red Wings’ depth, the 
defense’s ability, led by Nicklas 
Lidstrom, to shut down Chicago’s 
young star, Patrick Kane — three 
shots on goal Tuesday after none 
in Game 1 — and the play of goal- 
ie Chris Osgood have overridden 
concerns about fatigue. 

Detroit needed seven games to 
oust Anaheim in a grueling semi- 


final. But the Red Wings still had 
enough energy in the late stages 
of the first two games against the 
younger Blackhawks. The Red 
Wings scored three times in the 
third period to take the opener 5- 
2 and then used a costly Chicago 
mistake to win frenetic Game 2 in 
overtime. 

“Obviously, it’s the first time 
for a lot of those guys in the con- 
ference finals,’ Detroit’s Brian 
Rafalski said, looking ahead to 
Game 3 Friday. “We’re going 
to have to come out with a lot of 
jump. The crowd is going to give 
them a big boost.” 

Chicago seemed to have bet- 
ter puck management for most of 
Game 2, but the mistakes cost the 
Blackhawks. There is very little 
margin against Detroit. 

Normally steady Chicago defen- 
seman Brent Seabrook has twice 
had trouble controlling the puck, 
leading to a goal in each game by 
Detroit’s Dan Cleary — one on a 
breakaway Tuesday night. 

And Mikael Samuelsson’s 
winner in overtime started on 
a turnover by Chicago’s Brian 
Campbell, leading to a three-on- 
one break. 

“We look at the three goals in 
the first two games where we 
had the puck on the point, we had 
pretty good possession of it, and 
we ended up giving three goals 
off of that,’ Chicago coach Joel 
Quenneville said Wednesday. 

“We certainly like to encour- 
age plays and things like that. But 
they check well and their transi- 
tion game off of those plays were, 
you know, very pivotal goals in 
two games. That’s one area where 
we got to be better.” 

The Red Wings also took a 
day off practice Wednesday and 
will be back on the ice Thursday 
before making the short flight 
across Lake Michigan.

Phillies outscore 
Reds behind Utley

CINCINNATI — Chase Utley 
homered and drove in four runs, 
and the Philadelphia Phillies 
overcame another disappoint- 
ing performance by a starter on 
Thursday in a 12-5 victory over 
the Cincinnati Reds. 

Utley had a two-run single and 
a double off Micah Owings (3-5), 
who got nine outs and showed the 
strain of throwing a lot of innings 
lately. Utley also had one of the 
Phillies’ four solo homers. Greg 
Dobbs, Ryan Howard and Raul 
Ibanez connected, as well. 

Jimmy Rollins had four hits, 
scored twice and drove in a run 
as he and Utley, the top two bat- 
ters in the order, led the NL’s 
highest-scoring offense. 

Joe Blanton (2-3) got the vic- 
tory despite letting most of a 
six-run lead slip away. The right- 
hander gave up five runs in five 
innings, including a three-run 
homer by Brandon Phillips that 
forced the Phillies to use their 
bullpen early. 

The defending World Series 
champions have a major concern. 
Their starting rotation has a 6.31 
ERA and has given up 46 hom- 
ers, both most in the majors. The 
Phillies have spent the first two 
months of the season trying to 
outscore their opponents. 

For the most part, they’ve 
pulled it off. The Phillies have 
won six of seven, all on the road, 
heading into a weekend inter- 
league series at the New York 
Yankees. 

The Reds, who host Cleveland 
in the Ohio Series starting Fri- 
day, have dropped five of six. 

In Wednesday games: 

Cardinals 2, Cubs 1: Chris 
Carpenter, St. Louis’ oft-injured 
ace, threw 67 pitches in five 
scoreless innings in his first ac- 
tion after missing five starts. 

Chris Duncan snapped a 1-for- 
21 slump with two hits and drove 
in a run, and the bullpen gave up 
two hits and a run as the Cardi- 
nals shut down the Cubs’ offense 
for the second straight game. Joel 
Pineiro threw a three-hit shutout 
on Tuesday. 

Ryan Franklin, the Cardinals’ 
fifth pitcher, earned his 10th save 
after a shaky ninth. Pinch-hitter 
Micah Hoffpauir had a two-out 
RBI single and the Cubs had two 
men on before pinch-hitter Reed 
Johnson struck out.

Orlando stuns Cleveland with first loss of playofts

CLEVELAND — Slapped with his sixth 
personal foul and disqualified, Dwight 
Howard took a seat on Orlando’s bench 
with just 25 seconds left. 

His night was over. Superman had been 
stripped of his powers. The outcome of a 
Game 1 drenched in Game 7 intensity 
would be decided without him. 

Looking up, Howard spotted the hero: 
Rashard Lewis. 

“He gave me three winks,” Howard said. 
“He was signaling he was going to hit a big 
three. And he did.” 

Lewis made a three-pointer with 14.7 
seconds left and the keep-shooting-till- 
they-go-in Magic, who trailed by 15 points 
at halftime, withstood a 49-point perfor- 
mance by LeBron James to stun the Cleve- 
land Cavaliers 107-106 in the opener of 
the Eastern Conference finals Wednesday 
night. 


Three days after eliminating the defend- 
ing champion Boston Celtics, the Magic 
put a spell on the previously unchallenged 
and top-seeded Cavaliers. Cleveland 
had cruised through the first two playoff 
rounds, winning its first eight games by 
double digits. 

It was all so easy. Not anymore. 

The Cavs lost their winning streak and 
their air of invincibility. 

“Tt definitely hurts,” said James, who 
had to be assisted on the floor following the 
game because of leg cramps. “But a series 
is not won or lost in one game.” 

Howard, who damaged the 24-second 
shot clock with a Shaq-like dunk in the first 
quarter, scored 30 points. Lewis added 22, 
including 12 in the fourth quarter on 5- 
for-S shooting. Hedo Turkoglu scored 15 
points with 14 assists for Orlando, which 
can take a 2-0 lead with a victory in Game 
2 on Friday night. 

James added eight assists, six rebounds 


and three blocks, but the league’s MVP got 
little help from his supporting cast. Mo 
Williams, pestered by Orlando’s 6-foot- 
5 Courtney Lee, scored 17 on just 6 of 19 
shooting and didn’t help James during cru- 
cial stretches in the second half. 

“T have to take pressure off that guy,” 
Williams said, referring to James. 

Despite his tough night, Williams had a 
chance to be the hero in the final second 
but missed a leaning, catch-and-shoot 17- 
footer after James won a jump-ball tap 
against Turkoglu. 

“T’m not an optimistic guy, and when 
Mo Williams caught it and shot it off of 
one foot, I was sure it was going in,” Magic 
coach Stan Van Gundy said. 

Cleveland gave this one away. The Cav- 
aliers lost their grip on the game with a 
stagnant offensive third quarter that car- 
ried into the fourth. Also, the Magic shot 
55 percent from the floor — 59 percent in
